THE AMERICAN BAR ASSOCIATION. 


Seventeenth Annual Session 
: Reing Held at Saratoga. 
Saratoga, N. Y., August 22.—The Amert- 
can Bar Association, of which Judge 
Thomas M. Cooley, of Ann Arbor, Mich., is 
president, began its seventeenth annual 
meeting here this morning. The president 
being absent by reason of illness, his ad- 
dress was read by the acting president, 
Judge Samuel F. Hunt, of Cincinnat!, 0. 

It was very lengthy and: he commented on 
the most noteworthy changes in statutory 
law on points of general interest which 
have been made in the several states and 
by congress during the preceding year. 

The secretary, John Hinckley, of Balti- 
more, Md.J reported the membership as 
1,113, and the election of sixty new members. 
Every state but Nevada and three out of 
five territories are revresented. The treas+ 
urer, Francis Rawles, of Philadelphia, re- 
ported the finances in a flourishing condi- 
tion, and a comfortable balance in the bank. 
The executive committee submitted its re- 
port in the section on legal education. 

This afternoon the chairman’s address 
was made by Henry Wade Rogers, presi- 
dent of the Northwestern university. at 
Evanston, Ill. Papers were read by Judge 
John F. Dillon, of New York, on the ‘“‘True 
Professional Idea,’”’ and by John D. Law- 
son, of the University of Missouri at St 
Louis, on “‘The Standards of Legal Educa- 
tion of the West.” 


Was Not Intended for a Cruiser. 


Glasgow, August 22.—The Japanese con- 
sul here has protested against the deten- 
tion of the steamer Islam, ordered by the 
earl of Kimberly, secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, under the provisions of the 
foreign enlistment act. The consul claims 
that the Islam, which is a fast vessel re- 
cently sold by D & W. Henderson to the 
Japanese government, was not intended to 
be used as a cruiser. When the steamship 
was sold to Japan her name was changed 
to Tosamaru, but at the outbreak of the 
war her name was again changed to the 
Islam.

was justified, and that, therefore the Jap- 
anese government will not be called upon 
to make any ¢ompensation for the de- 
struction of the vessel.

OWENS HAS THE CALL 


He Gets a Magnificent Ovation in Breck- 
lnridge’s Home Towa. 


, Wicked Old Congressman. 


DEFEAT SEEMS TO BE HIS PORTION 


Reception, and Denounce the Old 
Man for Scandalising His District. 


Lexington, Ky., August 22.—As eurly as 
8 o'clock this morning people commenced 
swarming the streets here prepuratory 
to attending the big Owens barbecue at 
Woodland park. Country people are here 
by the score, all wearing either a badge 
or a button showing their choice in the 
now highly sensational congressional race. 
Scarcely a Settle on a Breckinridge badge 
could be seen, and it seemed as if everybody 
favoring the election of either of these 
candidates had left the town or was keep- 
ing indoors. 

The day is beautiful and the bright sun 
cast its rays through the beautiful oak 
trees in Woodland park and added to the 
cheerfulness of the scene. There every- 
thing was in perfect readiness. Scores of 
beeves and sheep have been cooked and 
burgoi s ready to bedished out by the gal- 
lon. The street in front of the Florentine 
hotel building has been so full of people 
that it is almost impossible to pass on 
Main street. Those who will participate 
in the oratory were also on the streets 
early. Owens was up and ready for the 
greatest day in the history of congresgion- 
al politics in Kentucky. 

By the time trains from different points 
began to arrive, the streets were alive with 
& surging mass of humanity. The Breck- 
inridge forces were distributing little slips 
of paper on which was printed: “Breckin- 
ridge and brains.’’ 

There were thousands of women on tne 
Streets, and the cars could not carry the 
people to Woodland park  afst enough. 
The Fayette Owens Club, 2,500 strong, 
formed on Main street to join in behind 
the Woodford, Scott and other delegations 
which came in on the Southern road. The 
street cars brought the bulk of the laaies 
who came with the Georgetown delegation, 
but a great many of them had to walk. 

Thousands in Line. 

Mr. Owens, accompanied by President 
Barney Tracey, Judge G. W. Kinkead and 
D. E. Frazee, headed the procession, and 
when passing under the large Breckin- 
ridge banner on Main street, Mr. Owens 
ra;sed his hat. The carriage was followed 
by the state guards; and then came the 
Woodford delegation, 1,000 strong. The 
Scott county delegation followed with 2,133 
men in line. A large, handsome banner 
bearing the picture of Mr. Owens was car- 
ried just behind the band of music. Nu- 
merous banners on which, “Faithful to 
his trusts is Hon. W.C. Owens,” “After the 
fun, the shouting,” ‘‘He has never betrayed 
a trust,” “Scott county endorses him,”’ 
etc., were carried by the delegation, 
From Georgetown there were 415 ladies. 
This delegat.on was followed by the (eorge- 
town colored band, and a large banner on 
Which was printed “The Ashland district 
will be proud of him.” 

There were probably 8,000 people in line. 
Judge J. R. Morton, of this city, made a 
thrilling address in introducing Hon. George 
B. Kinkhead. Judge Morton said that it 
was unfortunate that there was a division 
of the strength opposed to the renomina- 
tion of Breckinridge. 

He thought that the people would finally 
triumph in the defeat of Breckinridge, and 
that Mr. Settle, the third man in the race, 
would, not receive much support as svon 
as it was found that Owens is the contend- 
ing man against Breckinridge. He said 
that the 20,000 people leaving their homes 
today and turning out fn one mighty pro- 


test against the renomination of Breckin- 
ridge would seal his doom. 


Reviewing the Colonel's Life. 


Judge Kinkhead’s arraignment of Breck- 
inridge was one of the most brilliant ever 
heard. He told of the inconsistency ot 
Breckinridge, reviewing his entire life and 
putting 4n a dramatic way the proceedings 
of Judge Bradley’s court in Washington. 
“See him as he introduces his mistress’ 
into the school at which your daughters 
are taught, and of which he was a trus-, 
tee,’’ he said in a burst of eloquence. As- 
suming the role of Mark Anthony, Mr. 
Kinkhead told of the deception practiced b) 
Breckinridge on Mrs. Blackburn, the wid- 
ow of a man whom Kentucky was proud to 
honor. 
He was followed by Professor C. M. A}- 
bert, a:local politician, who went after Col- 
onel Breckinridge for intimating that he 
was the only man in the district fit to rep- 
resent it in congress. 
“What a calamity would befall us if he 
should die!’’ exclaimed the speaker, and the 
applause which followed lasted for several] 
minutes. ; 
Mr. Owens’s arraignment of Colonel 
Breckinridge was the most scathing that 
has yet been delivered in the campaign. 
He told how the colonel would. quake 
when in battle, completely disfiguring his 
war record. In referring to Breckinridge’s 
repentance for his long years of dual life 
he said that should he commit a crime for 
which a negro would be lynched in Ken- 
tucky tomorrow, he would tell his friends he 
was penitent and declare to those who dis- 
approved of his deed that he was a fit sub- 
ject to send to congress and defy them to 
say aught against him. 
The address of Mr. Owens was heartily 
received, and the eight thousand women 
present expressed much enthusiasm. 
Major H. C. McDowell, speaking of the 
crowded fight, said that he believed Breck- 
inridge had met his Waterloo,

LABOR AT PULLMAN. 


Testimony Taken by the Commission 
on Rents and Living. 


THOUSANDS OF WOMEN HEAR HIM A BrerrR 


They Are Violently Opposed to the Rents Are Higher, but the Conveni- 


His Fellow Citizens Give Owens a Great Reporters Who Attended the 


TOWN "HAN KENSINGTON 


ences Are Much Greater. 


STRIKE LEADERS ADVISED ORDER 


Meetings of 
the Working Men Give Evidence 
That Is Favorable to the Men. 


Chicago, August 22.—At the opening of 
this morning’s session of the national la- 
bor committee Chairman Wright announced 
that the majority of the witnesses for labor 
had been heard and that the railroads and 
the Pullman company would now be al- 
lowed to present their side of the case. 

“We have still,”’ continued Mr. Wright, 
“a number of labor leaders to hear who 
live outside of Chicago, but who have not 
yet been able to get here, They will be 
heard at the proper time. In the mean- 
time we have been furnished by the Pull- 
man company and by the railroads with a 
large number of names of witnesses. These 
will now be called in the order in which 
they appear on the list.’ 
The first witness was Frank W. T. 
Glover, a Chicago real estate agent. Mr. 
Gloyer deals im property at Kensington, 
the suburb adjoining the town of Pull- 
man. He said from an outside inspection 
of the Pullman houses—he had never been 
inside of them—they were much more in- 
viting than the ones rented by him at Ken- 
sington for $12 a month. He said there 
was no sewerage at Kensingiton and no re- 
yaring there, as at Pullman. He declared 
rents had mot been reduced at Kensing- 
on, 

“If I were a poor man,” said Mr. Glover, 
and.had a family, I should prefer very 
1uch to live in Pullman rather than in 
~ensington. The surroundings are so beau- 
ful in Pullman and the place so moral, 
. would rather pay $2 or $ a month more 
or the same accommodations in Pull- 
tan,”’ 

Too Much Whisky. 


Paul Hermes, an ex-employe of. the Pull- 
lan company, now a news agent there, 
istified that he thought his residence of 
me rooms in Pullman was cheap at $35 a 
wouth. He would not live in Kensington 
uder amy circumstances, on account of 
te offensive sewers. He thought that if 
tk Pullman employes had let whisky and 
ber alone they would not have had nearly 
scmuch distress. 

mm cross-examination Hermes could not 
eamate how large a proportion of the 
Pilman population used liquor to excess. 

4,4. Johnston testified as to the compar- 
aite value of property in Pullman, Ken- 
sigton and Roseland. He could get houses 
fo less money in Roseland or Kensington, 
h« Said, but he did not get as good a house 
f¢ the money as in Pullman. The Pull- 
nan employes were temperate for the most 
pirt, and of economical habits. He tes- 
tfled that rents had remained stationary 
1; the suburbs of Pullman, and that a house 
tlat rented for $17 in Pullman would cost 
$2 outside, 

William McKay, a reporter for The Chi- 
cigo Mail, testified that he had been pres- 
eit at many labor meetings and had never 
teard the strike leaders counsel violence. 

“How were you impressed with these 
speeches?’ asked Judge Worthington. ‘Did 
you think they were sincere, or were sim- 
Hy so much buncombe?” 

‘I thought the speeches were sincere.”’ 
Benjamin Atwell, another reporter, fol- 
lewed. He had seen no real violence done 
bs railroad employes. He had heard, he 
said, strikers counsel their companions dur- 
ing the trouble at Blue island not‘to com- 
mi; overt acts, 

Alex Lunggruen, a Pullman employe, was 
the first witness to testify at the after- 
nom session. He thought he had been 
trested fairly by the Pullman company. 
Employes, he said, were not offered an op- 
portunity to tell their grievances—that was 
the main difficulty. He returned to work 
at Pullman after the strike, and was ob- 
liged to sign an agreement to have nothing 
furtier to do with the American Railway 
Union, in order to get his position back. 


Boys Did the Work. 


John Fitzgerald, assistant fire marshal 
of Chicago, read a long Hst of cars, towers 
and other railroad property burned, show- 
ing great loss to the railroads. The old- 
est person he ever saw setting fire to cars 
was nineteen years of age. All the rest 
were mere boys. He had seen no railroad 
employes doing incendiary work. Once rail- 
road men helped him to extinguish a blaze. 
He had seen a man cut fire hose, but did 
not recognize him. The crowds had never 
obstructed the work of the department that 
he knew of. He did not know if the in- 
cendlary ‘boys had been instigated by strik- 
ers, One hundred and forty-seven cars, 
five switch shanties, six depots and eight 
towers were burned in his district from 
July 65th to July 8th, inclusive, this being 
the period of greatest violence and incendia- 
rism. 

Dr. John McLean, of Pullman, told of 
the attitude of the company towards the 
men injured while at work. Hts duty was 
to care for all such men until they recov- 
ered. He did not think a hospital neces- 
sary at Pullman. He said the company 
paid the expenses at a hospital down town 
of all men hurt while in its employ. In 
the case of men whose hands had been 
hurt, the witness said they had employed 
another doctor and thereby ignored the 
company in the matter. Payment of their 
expenses had been refused by the company 
on that account. 

Dr. McLean asserted that the trouble at 
Pullman was in a measure due to the use 
of liquor by the employes. In 4,000 cases | 
of injury the witness had never seen the 
company refuse to pay all the expenses con- 
nected therewith, besides drug store bills 
amounting to $1,700 annually. ) 

The commission will hear Superintendent 
of Police Brennan tomorrow morning. 

The commissioners decline to say wheth- 
er they will summon George M. Pullman or 
Vice President Wickes. Commissioner 
Wright said that in dealing with the rail- 
road side only the Illinois Central and 
Rock Island railroads would be considered, 
these being the roads designated by Presi- 
dent Cleveland. 

“We have no power to compel the genera] 
managers of other roads to attend,” said 
Mr. Wright, “except as they are able to 
give testimony bearing on these two roads,”

To Close for an Indefinite Period. 

Fal) River, Mass., August 22.—It has been 
learned beyond question that the executive 
committee of the Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion met this afternoon and voted to order 
all mills under their control to close to- 
morrow night for an indefinite period. The 
order will cause the throwing of 2,500 people 
out of work, and the stoppage of plants 
variously estimated at from $40,000,000 to 
$50,000,000 in value. No one seems able to 
predict how long the lockout will continue, 
but it is generally expected that it will go 
on until the market shows improvement. 

Mayor Browell Issues a Call. 

New Bedford, Mass., August 22.—Mayor 
Browell has issued the following call: 

“The fact that 10,000 operatives in our city 
are unemployed is a public calamity of so 
much importance ‘to all classes of citizens 
that I fell justified in making an attempt 
to relieve the city of this unhappy and em- 
barrassing situation so fatal to New Bed- 
ford’s interests. 

“I feel that if citizens representing our 
mill managements or interests, and also 
those representing the operatives, will come 
together and confer and'consider the situ- 
ation in the spirit of the greatest good to 
the greatest number, some course may be 
determined upon which will be a benefit 
to all concerned. A fire is much more easily 
extinguished at its commencement than 
after the structure is in flames, while the 
saving of property is vastly greater. 

“I, therefore, invite representatives of 
the mill corporations and operafives to 
meet in room No. 4, Library building, to- 
at 8 o'clock. 
Let us meet as citizens imbued with a 
spirit of reconciliation and a desire to ac- 
complish what is for the best interests of 
our city. 

“STEPHEN A. BROWELL, Mayor.” 
A Meeting of the Weavers. 


Mayor Browell states that he hopes that 
the board of trade arbitration committee, 
of which he is chairman, will decide to act 
with him in the matter. He thought it 
well, however, to issue the call today in 
his official capacity as mayor of the city, in 
order to save time.

The gist of the 
remarks made by the speakers was in 
refutation of the statements yesterday by 
Andrew G. Pierce that the charge that 
cuts have been lengthened or other unfair 
advantage has been taken of the help is 
untrue.

Board of Arbitration to Take a Hand. 


Boston, Mass., August 22.—Today Secre- 
tary Supplee, of the board of arbitration and 
conciliation, notified the manufacturers and 
strikers of Fall River and New Ledford, 
of the existence cf the be:rrdi «and tis cb- 
jects. The notification calls the attention of 
the manufacturers, corporations and other 
employers of labor, and of all employes and 
labor organizations throughout t.2 ec mmron- 
wealth to the prov'sions of the law for the 
settlement of differences between employes 
and employers. 

This is the first step ever taken by the 
board in matters of this «ind. Commissioner 
Barry states that the comniitee is closely 
watching the state of affairs in Fall River 
and New Bedford. 

‘““‘We have sent word to the parties of our 
existence,” he said, ‘“‘but che law reavires 
us to do more. If the troubles still retain 
their present serious aspect we will visit 
the cities in question either tomorrow or 
next day.’’

ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 


No One Seems to Know Where the 
Gould Building Fire Started. 

The losses in the fire at the Gould building 
will probably prove more serious than at 
first supposed. 

A low estimate placed by a prominent 
insurance man yesterday afternoon named 


the loss entire at $15,000. 

The room on the second floor occupied by 
Mr. Thomas Peters was almost entirely 
destroyed, and all the insurance papers 
of that gentleman burned. It was in this 
office that the fire was supposed to have 
orginated. This, however, is not believed 
by Mr. Peters. It is thought by the fire- 
men and Mr. Gould that the flames were 
produced by spontaneous combustion caus- 
ed by a lot of rags and grease around the 
printing press in the rear of Mr. Peters’s 
office. 

“This might have been,” said Mr. Peters, 
speaking of the affair yesterday afternoon, 
“but from all I can observe, the fire orig- 
inated in the floor between the bank and 
my office. The printing press itseif was 
clean, and, es far as I know, no rags or 
paper of any kind wére about it. The com- 
posing table where I kept the printer’s ink 
Was several yards away from the press. 


} Apother*thing that leads me to think that 


"the fire started from below is the fact 
that all the beams are charred and burned 
from the botton, while the upper portions 
are intact. 

“My porter, Cato, was the last one con- 
nected with my office to visit the place. 
I sent him there to lock up about 5 o’clock 
in the afternoon. At that time he examined 
the place, as he always does, and brought 
me this satchel here, which I always keep 
at the house. 

“For twenty years I have studied fires and 
their causes,’’ said Mr. Peters, ‘‘and I can 
say that this is the most mysterious and 
unaccountable one that/I have ever known.’”’ 

For temporary quarters Mr. Peters has 
taken rooms on the fourth floor of the 
building. 

Next to Mr. Peters’s rooms were the 
sampling rooms of Buchannan & Allen. 
Here were stored away a lot of goods be- 
longing to Stix, Krous & Co. of Cincin- 
nati. All of these were damaged or de- 
stroyed, the loss amounting to over $1,000, 
which was completely covered by insurance. 

The American Phonograph Company, on 
the third floor of the building, suffered a 
heayy loss, and a new stock was injured 
badly. The loss in this department will 
reach nearly $3,000, and owing to the ab- 
sence of one of the members of the firm 
who holds the insurance papers, the insur- 
ance cannot be determined. 

The National Insurance Company, repre- 
sented by S. Stein, Arnold & Arnold, at- 
torneys; Mr. William Lenhart, civil en- 
gineer, and the American Trust and Bank- 
ing Company, were other heavy losers by 
the fire. 

Mr. Gould was on the grounds yesterday 
inspecting the building and making prepar- 
ations to get things in shape again.

West Point, the Mobile and Ohio, the Sea- 
board and Roanoke and the South Carolina 
being the most prominent roads not putting 
in an appearance.

The chief discussion of the day occured 
at a session of the executive committee, 
presided over by Commissioner E. B. Sthl- 
man, which took up the entire afternpon. 
Representatives of the Louisville and Nfh- 
ville and the Queen and Crescent tookup 
most of the time on the old trouble wich 
caused the temporary withdrawal aw 
spring of the former road from the ass- 
ciation, whica seemed for a time to be d5-. 
rupted. Without action, the committee a- 
journed until tomorrow. 

The session will last two or three daw, 
the settlement of the rate question for tle 
ensuing year and the election of offices 
being the most important matters. 

This evening representatives of the South 
ern railway, Piant system, Central railroal 
of Georgia, Atlantic Coast line, Clyde ling 
Ocean Steamship Company, and Old Domir 
ion Steamship Company, and the Merchants 
and Miners’ Transportation Company hell 
a conference on the question of rates on 
oranges to the north and east.

The matter of, rates 
to be allowed in association territory fr 
cotton compression during the ensuing sa- 
son was docketed for consideretion tombdr- 
rgw. it is expected that a delegation of 
compress owners and stockholders will ar- 
rive tomorrow and present an argument 
in favor of not decreasing the rate of 
10 cents that has been paid for the rast 
three years. Major E. B. Stahlman, cm- 
missioner, and Captain R. J. Lowry, re- 
ceiver of the Savannah and Western sail- 
road, are the only Atlanta railroad oftidals 
in attendance upon the meeting.

New .York, August 22.—C. H. Coster, 
chairman of the Richmond Terminal reor- 
ganization cunwmittee, today bought the 
Oxford and Clarksville and Clarksville and 
North Carolina railoads, thus completing 
the list of foreclosure contemplated under 
the plan of reorganization. The whole sys- 
tem of roads which were included in the 
Richmond Terminal reorganization is 
known as the Southern Railway Company, 
and the work of the reorganization com- 
mittee, which is now completed, is consid- 
ered to be one of the most successful in 
the history of railroad reorganization. The 
Southern railway @tmbraces 1,500 milés of 
road and is one of the largest systems 
in the country. In the scheme for regt- 
ganization the follo g companies were 
included: Richmond ‘and West Point 
Termiral Railway and Warehouse Com- 
peny; Richmond and Danville: Richmond, 
Yerk River and Chesapeake; South Caroli-

General Manager Winder was absent 
from: the city in Portsmouth, Va., and no 
expression from him regarding the story 
could be had. The story was generally re- 
garded as being not without some basis 
of truth. But just what grievance, if any, 
the Seaboard people have against the asso- 
ciation does not appear. Neither President 
John H. Winder nor General Manager 
John C. Winder is at Manhattan Beach. 

Immense Passenger Haul. 

The biggest movement of passengers that 
has been made from the south in years 
will be made in the next four days. It is 
the movement of the southern Knights 
of Pythias to Washington. At least forty 
extra passenger coaches will go from At- 
lanta to Washington, carrying the knights 
from Florida, Alabama and Georgia. 

Today three or four extra sleepers will be 
put on on account of the big conclave. To- 
morrow several others will go, and Sunday, 
besides the extra train for the Atlanta 
knights, there will be several extra cars 
for other knights. 


THE CIRCUS COMING. 


Barnum and Bailey’s Biz Show iF 
Headed This Way. 


The big Barnum and Bailey show is ar- 
ranging a tour of the south on a basis that 
insures them a large business. Instead of 
raising prices to 75 cents and $] as soon as 
the Ohio river is crossed, as the big shows 
have done before, the Barnum and Bailey 
management will give the south the first 
fair deal it has had in this respect, and will 
charge the uniform price of 50 cents, ex- 
actly the same as through the north. The 
show will not be curtailed for the trip, but 
will come in its entirety, exactly the same 
as it started out from Madison Square gar- 
den, New York, last spring, and has con- 
tinued since. 

Atlanta will, of course, be included in 
the towns visited, the date of exhibition 
here being Monday, October 15th. Louis E. 
Cooke, general agent, and Clarence L. 
Dean, press agent, are now in the city, 
arranging the preliminary announcements 
which shall “make the people acquainted 
with the imnovation in regard ‘to prices. 
This is really a significant event to the peo- 
ple of the southern states. When the big- 
gest show of all determines that the south 
shall pay no bigger price of admission 
than the north, other shows must make a 
reduction to keep the pace set by the 
leader. There will be no more 75-cent and 
$1 circuses. 

The Barnum and Bailey show is not only 
the largest in the worid—Europe knows 
nothing of the same magnitude as this 
great American circus—but it is iarger 
this year than ever. There has been a 
large increase in the size of the canvas to 
accommodate new features, chief of which 
is an entirely new dd@partment as large as 
the menagerie and of much greater human 
interest. This is the ethnological congress 
of strange and savage tribes from - ‘lar- 
ters of the earth. It is a sort of peripatetic 
Midway plaisance, greater in the actual 
number of races and tribes represented than 
the Midway of the Chicago fair. The only 
living gorilla in captivity is also included 
in the show’s most valuable possessions, 
Mr. Bailey purchased two gorillas, the only 
two he could find, in order that if one should 
die he should still have the only survivor. 
The life of the gorilla is exceedingly preca- 
ricus, and the expected happened in this 
case. Chiko, the male, who had cost $30,- 
000, caught cold and died. Johanna, the fe- 
male, still lives and startles visitors to 
the show with her striking likeness to the 
human race. Johanna‘s life is quite wure 
to be short and when she dies no other of 
the species is likely to be imported. Their 
exhibition has been a costly experiment to 
the show, though it has disseminated much 
practical knowledge of a very little known 
animal.

Some Sensible Advice, 

In an editorial on the value of property 
owned by the colored people of Georgia, 
The Washington, Chronicle calls atten- 
tion to the fact that this prosperity of 
our colored citizens has + He attained 
under democratic rule, and on this line 
our contemporary offers some sensible 
advice to them in connection with the 
present campaign.

The truth 
is, annihilated valuations, reduced 
wages, idle factories, distressed and de- 
pendent labor, and six and seven-cent 
cotton have combined to make an object 
lesson which will, in the end, work its 
own salvation. 


Private Contracts and Legal Tender 

The artistic way in’ which The Wash- 
ington (Ga.) Chronicle manages to mud- 
dle public questions in discussing them 
is both curious and interesting. Its 
latest trouble is with gold contracts, It 
saw something in The Constitution 
about gold contracts, and it undertakes 
to discuss the matter. It declares that 
“it is proposed to make a contract to 
pay in gold illegal. This is advocated 
by populists and The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion.” 

As usual,.however, The Chronicle 
misses the real point of the discussion 
—the point about which the courts. dif- 
fer, and which is of great interest to 
all citizens, whether democrats, popu- 
lists, republicans or prohibitionists. That 
point is this: can individuals legally 
enter into a contract which abrogates 
the authority of the government? Can 
a private contract give to an individual 
the right to refuse any form of money 
which the government declares shall be 
legal tender in the payment of debts? 

It is not a question of gold contracts 
at all. These have been referred to 
merely to illustrate the effect of any 
contract that has the effect of abrogat- 
ing the power and authority of the gov- 
ermnent. So far as silver glollars and 
silver notes are concerned the law ex- 
pressly provides that they may be out- 
laweéd by individuals at their will and 
pleasure. The Chronicle ought to be 
able to understand that the silver ques- 
tion has nothing whatever to do with 
the matter. The whole question hinges 
upon the ability of the government to 
confer the legal tender quality on the 
money that it ecreates—whether, in 
fact, the government has the power to 
make a contract with the people that 
cannot be abrogated at the will and 
pleasure of individuals. 

It will be seen that the question, con- 
sidered from this point of view, is of 
peculiar interest. ‘The courts of the 
country differ in their decisions, and 
the matter is of such a character that it 
cannot be settled off-hand by newspaper 
editors, But it ought not to be muddled. 
If The, Washington Chronicle, for in- 
stance, will ask some of the learned 
lawyers of Washington-Wilkes, in re- 
gard to the right of individuals to abro- 
gate by private contract the power of 
the government to make legal tender 


money, our contemporary will find that 


it has hold of’one of the most inter- 
esting questions that has lately arisen. 

The probability js, however, that The 
Chronicle did not touch on the ques- 
tion to discuss it, but merely to get in 
one of its harmless little flings at The 
Constitution. And yet, there is no 
reason why a fairly equipped editor 
should’ not be able to discuss public 
questions intelligently and get in little 
flings at The Constitution, too. 


“Lame Duck Democrats.” 

The Monroe Advertiser, one of The 
Constitution’s esteemed state weekly ex- 
changes, in lamenting upon the fact 
that congress was not able to make a 
tariff bill strictly conforming with the 
tariff for revenue pledge of the demo- 
cratic platform, says:

The Bagging Question. 

The telegram which we printed yes- 
terday, setting forth the fact that, under 
the rules of the New York evtton ex- 
change, cotton bales wrapped in what 
is known as sugar bagging constitute 
good deliveries, is of immense import- 
ance to the farmers of the south. 

The announcement of the New York 
cotton exchange is the result of a bold 
effort on the part of the cordage trust 
and its various agencies to bulldoze the 
farmers into buying only jute bagging. 
The history of this effort is interesting. 
On the 9th of August the following dis- 
patch was forwarded to The Constitu- 
tion from Augusta: 

Cotton merchants here have received a 
circular letter that is of much interes! in 
this section of the country. It is a protest 
against the use of sugar sacks in the cover- 
ing of cotton bales. The protest is signed 
by the treasurers of the leading cotton 
manufacturing companies of New England 
and is.addressed to the president of the 
New York cotton exchange. The protest 
is as follows: 

“We, the treasurers of cotton manufac- 
turing companies in New England, hereby 
enter our protest against the use of su- 
gar sacks in the coVering of cotton bales in 
the states growing cotton for the reason 
that being closer than ordinary jute bag- 
ging, it takes water quicker, absorbs more, 
retains it longer and stains and damages the 
cotton immediately next to the covering 
much more than the jute. Any extra lo@ 


to the mill from, such covering would qguse 
us to reject any cotton thus covered,” 


The AuguSta mills have also agreed to 
refuse to receive cotton bales in sugar 
sacks, 

Here was evidence that the treasurers 
of the New England cotton mills had 
entered into the plans of the cordage 
trust so far as to lend their influence 
to the effort that is on foot to corner the 
jute bagging output. To corner the 
output is an easy matter, but it is im- 
portant to the trust that the farmers 
should be conpelled to Duy the bagging 
at the advanced prices which will be 
demanded. To that end they have pre- 
vailed on the treasurers of the New 
England mills to concoct the circular 
to which attention was called in the Au- 
gusta dispatch of the 9th, which we 
have produced above. The circular itself 
may be a forgery. At any rate it is so 
worded as to have no meaning at all, 
as a careful reading will show. After 
making statements that are preposter- 
ous on the face of them, the mill circu- 
lar declares: “Any extra loss to the 
mills from such covering would cause 
us to reject any cotton thus covered.” 
This is not even a threat. As the mills 
cannot possibly suffer any extra loss 
from cotton covered with cloth more 
closely woven than jute, they will not 
reject cotton “thus covered.” 

In brief, the circular, if not a forgery, 
is concocted so as to deceive those who 
do not pay particular attention to the 
phraseology. We should :regret very 
much -to hear that any southern mill 
had been “taken in” by the New Eng- 
Tand .circular, or had been induced to 
lend its influence to the purposes of the 
cordage trust. 

We called editorial attention yester- 
day to ah advertisement which had been 
telegraphed to various newspapers—to 
The Constitution among the rest. We 
gave special prominence \to that ad- 
vertisement by making it the basis of 
some editorial comments, but there is 
another word to be said about it. The 
statements it makes are false from be- 
ginning to end. It starts out by say- 
ing that the leading cotton manufac- 
turers have given notice “that cotton 
baled in close woven sacking or bag- 
ging would be rejected.”’ This is untrue. 
What the treasurers of some of the cot- 
ton mills did say was that “any extra 
loss to the mills from such covering 
would cause ys to reject cotton thus 
covered.” 

As extra loss under the circumstances 
is an impossibility, the statement in 
the circular amounts to nothing. 

Following hard ~z1pon the heels of the 
telegraphed advertisement came _ the 
announcement of the New York cotton 
exchange that cotton covered by sugar 
bagging or other closely woven cloth, 
eonstituted a good delivery under the 
rules of the exchange. This settles the 
matter so far as the cotton buyers of 
the south are concerned, but it is very 
important that the newspapers of the 
south should make the faets known, so 
that no farmer may blindly become the 
victim of the cordage trust. The mills 
do not reject cotton wrapped with su- 
gar bagging, or with any kind of close 
woyen covering that does not 
more than the established tare. 

The point The Constitution has been 
trying to make, in dealing with .the 
jute bagging combine, is this: That the 
farmer saves nothing by covering his 
cotton with bagging that, with the ties, 
weighs less than thirty pounds to the 
five-hundred-pound. bale, and’ that it 
would he to his advantage to cover his 
cotton with stuff made from the staple

Hon. A. S. Clay, chairman of the demo- 
cratic state executive committee, is very 
much interested in the proposed change of 
the time of holding the city primary so that 
it will be held on the day of the state elec- 
tion.

The third session of the national irrigza- 
tion congress will convene in the Broadway 
theater, of Denver, on September 3, 1834, 
and continue in session for seven days. 
The national and local committees are 
making extensive preparations, and indi- 
cations are favorable for the most import- 
ant gathering which has ever met in the 
interest of irrigation. 

For the past year irrigation commissions 
have been at work in eighteen states and 
territeries, collecting facts and opinions 
upon which to base recommendations for 
a national policy and code of common state 
laws. These reports will cover a wide va- 
riety of plans, ranging all the way from 
public to private control, and from national 
to state supervision. 

The session comes at an opportune time 


' for the people of the semi-arid portions of 
' the Mississippi valiey whose crops have 
' been laid waste by recent hot winds. The 
| attendance from Kansas, Mebraska and 


western Texas will be very targe. 

Interest has been quickened throughout 
the union in the subject of irrigation, and 
it is assuming a national importance that 
commands attention. For the first time, 
Georgia will be represened in the cOngress. 
Major W. G. Whidby, who is a member 
of the national executive committee of the 
irrigation congress, has officially requested 
Governor Northen to appoint one delegate 
from each congressional district and two 
fromthe state at large, and the president 
of the State Agricultural Society, commis- 
sioner of agricuiture,Chamber of Commerce, 
and Commercial Club to appoint a delegate 
each. The state commission of irrigation, 
consisting of Dr. H. C. White, chairman; 
Colonel George W. Harrison, secretary; 
Major G. M. Ryals, Hon. M. VY. Calvin 
and W. G. Whidby, ex-officio, are also 
entitled to seats in that body. 

The friends of irrigation are impressed 
with the fact that to give it a true national 
dignity the next meeting of the congress 
should be on southern soil. There can be 
no better pld@ce selected than Atlanta, nor 
more suitable time than during the ex- 
position. The meeting of the congress here 
next year will be a big thing not only for 
the south, for Georgia and for Atlanta, 
but also for the cause of irrigation. It 
is important, therefore, that Georgia should 
be fully represented at Denver. 

Arrangements have been made for a 
striking exhibition of irrigation machinery 
ahd applicances during the session in Den- 
ver, and excursions will be given to the 
famous Greeley colony, where irrigation 
ean be seen as a finished product, while 
one to the banks of the Grand river in the 
heart of a desert will disclose its raw ma- 
terial.

Two things were to be done. One was to 
get rid of the obligations of the alliance in- 
curred by the paper; the other to dispose 
of the outfit belonging to the alliance which 
had been used in the publication of the or- 
gan. The ways and means of doing this 
brought in a couple of hours of discussion. 
It was good-natured aiscussion, con jucted 
within the lines marked out by the state 
a'liance. 

So the meeting weat on, and when it was 
over it wassannounced that everything had 
been beautifully settled. It had been agreed 
that the paper should be continued as the 
alliance crgan, it being distinctly stipulat- 
ed that the alliance was not to be held finan- 
cially responsible for one cent of the obli- 
gations of the paper. 

In short, the outfit of the paper had been 
feased to Mr. Irwin and Mr. Frank M. 
Kimbie. Thée Tease contract was at once 
drawn up, and a few hours efter the meet- 
ing everything wus put in shape for _the 
change. 

“We will get out a paper this week,” said 
Mr. Irwin, “‘and will keep things warm ia 
the future.” 

All of the liabilities of the paper have 
been assumed by Messrs. Irwin and Kimble, 
and will be paid by them. They will settle 
the claim of Mr. Peavey, who had the pa- 
per closed up on a $60 account for services 
night before last. Starting out they will 
have pretty heavey expenses to liquidate 
the indebtedness of the paper. 

Mr. Frank Kimble, who becomes Mr. Ir- 
win’s editorial partner, is a Jonesboro nin, 
and has a record as an editor. He edited 
one of the liveliest populist papers in the 
State at Jonesboro last year, and says he 
will continue on that line. 

Mr. Peavey, who had the office of Living 
Issues closed up, will not be with the ma- 
per any longer. He has purchased The New 
South, of Douglasville, Colonel James's pa- 
per, and will run it in the future in con- 
junction with Mr. L. P. Barnes. It will be 
a democratic paper, and the first issue un- 
der their management will come out Wxt 
week. | 

The new deal insures some Iively jc urnal- 
ism. Mr. Barnes gave evidence of the fact 
that he was one of the 
liest writers in the state, by 
the article in his paper last week 
roundly roasting Watson. On that line The 
New South will be conducted. Mr. Peavey 
knows ali the inside workings at the office 
of The Living Issues, and he will turpish 
the public some lively reading. 

It is said that his paper will publiah a 
lively story about an agreement which ‘s 
said to have been made at Lublin, tut 
which subsequcntly fell through, looking 
to the changing of the policy of the organ 
from that of a populist to a democratic pa- 
per.

Mr. Camp Grows Eloquent. 

There are few more eloquent speakers in 
the state than is Mr. Joe Camp, who was, 
for several terms a member of the Georgia 
legislature from Douglasville. 

Mr. Camp ’was the orator of the day at 
Acworth yesterday, having been chosen by 
many of the veterans to respond in their 
name to the addresses of welcome. 

Mr. Camp was at his best and made a 
very entertaining speech,full of good, sound 
sense and touched off with true eloquence. 

After speaking quite at length about 
American patriotism he said: 

“But, who would forget the old south and 
her diessons? None but a traitor to every 
noble, generous impulse of patriotism—none 
but a stranger to ali the finer feelings of 
the heart. There has always been<a little, 
mean, low, marrow, bigoted, selfish, hate- 
ful sentiment dominant in some sections of 
this country that has always belittied, slan- 
dered and misrepresented the south. The 
people of other sections who have sense 
and culture and patriotism don’t indulge in 
such base, political, sectional sarcasm. (Ap- 
plause.) It is the voice of fools and scoun- 
drels and hybreds and vampires and dema- 
gogues. (Cheers.) I think we have more 
to commemorate and embalm in holy re- 
membrance than any people in the world. 
If there is any country in the world that 
should be proud of her glory and her pres-_ 
tige it is the south. She has nurtured upon 
her loyal and loving bosom her full share 
of the grandest intellects and the most con- 
secrated hearts that ever regalized, and in 
her soil sleeps the ashes of the purest and 
wisest of the fathers of the republic. Her. 
leaders of thought and her statesmen have 
not only brought the richest and the most 
enduring contributions to the beautiful 
structure of our government and our civili- 
zation, but they have irradiated it with the 
splendors of their genius.

Other Speeches. 


There were other speeches, and many 
were the little incidents of the war re- 
counted to the vast crowds that gathered 
down in the grove on the outskirts of the 
town, 

Mr. R. E. Lawton spoke for the boys of 
the Twenty-third and told many of the hap- 
penings of camp life with this famous reg- 
iment. He traced the history of the gal- 
lant command from the time it left the 
training ground at Big Shanty till the close 
of the war, telling of their work at the fol- 
lowing battles in which they were engaged: 
Williamsburg, Seven Pines, Mechanicsville, 
Gaines’s mill, Savage station, Fraser’s farm, 
Malvern Hill, Sharpsburg, Fredericksburg, 
Chancellorsville. Fort Sumter. Fort Wagner, 
Ocean Pond, Drewry’s Bluff, Cold Harbor, 
Petersburg, Fort Harrison, siege of Rich- 
mond, Weldon railroad, Kingston, Fort 
Fisher and Bentonville. 

The Twenty-third regiment went out un- 
der the command of Colonel Hutchinson. 
The next colonel wa Barclay, who was 
killed at Sharpsburg. Then colonel Ballin- 
ger took command. 

The regiment went into the war witb 
about 900 men and came out with only 209, 
after being reinforced several times. 

In one battle alone they went in with 40 
ith only sixty. One 
company went into the Maryland campaign 
with a full force and éame out with but 
one man to tell the story of the devastation 
it had suffered. 

The gallant Twenty-third had some of the

The: Increase in the Revenue Tax 
Stirs Them Up. 

Distiliers of liquors are making a run 
on the internal revenue department for 
special tax stamps and are rapidly getting 
their goods on the market. The cause ot 
this unusual raste on the part of the dis- 
tillers is the increase of the tax. 

The increased tax will become a law now 


which changes the amount from % cents 
a gallon to $110. The revenue department 
bere is expecting the new stamps to crrive 
at any time, as they will be sent a5 soon 
as the law is changed. 

The time for liquor dealers to pay the 
gg tax oa their business expired July 

st, and the deputy marshals will iD a4 
few days begin a search for those who have 
failed to pay. The time given defauiters 
is left entirely with the collector of internal 
revenue. It has been the practice to ai- 
low dealers a reasonable length of time 
to pay their tax and if they fail to do 80 
then to notify them. If, after a notitication, 
they fail to pay, cases are made against 
them in the United States court. 

After July 3lst all dealers who have not 
paid up are required to pay an increase of 
50 per cent. Several dealers in Atlanta have 
not yet paid their tax and will be given 
notice in a few days.

Hubbard, Price & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


NEW YORK, August 22.—Summary 
Hubbard, Price rv, Co.’s cotton 
letter—Although the advices from Liverpool 
reported an advance, and the government 
crop report “was less favorable than tor 
many weeks past, the reports of the con- 
dition of the growing crop as brought from 
the south by southern merchants who are 
here to buy goods are of such a.character 
as to create.the belief that the crop must be 
a large one and the market has sold off 
on that tnfermation.

Riordan & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

NEW YORK, August 22.—The cotton mar- 
ket continues unsettled and feverish, chiefly 
because most of the small traders are nuw 
short, and are nervous about remaining 
short at these low prices. When Liverpool 
this morning sent us a slight improvement 
there was a rush to cover at the opening 
and January sold on the call at 6.90, four 
po.nts higher than yesterday’s closing. But 
when the demand from the shorts had been 
satisfied, prices gave way, and in a short 
time January had declined to 6.86. There 
was a brief rally during the last hour in 
which 6.89 was bid for January, but the 
advance was not sustained. The close was 
dull but steady with 6.87 bid for January. 
The. uneasiness today was due to some 
scattering complaints of rust and shedding 
in the weekly official crop report. But the 
fact remains that as we approach the end 
of August, the condition of the crop as a 
whole, is remarkably good and traders here 
now regard a nine million crop as almost a 
foregone conclusion. Under these circum- 
stances it is not surprising that there is 
no buying for investment, and that the bid- 
ding is mainly from those who want to 
take profits on short sales. 


Dry Goods. 


From The Wall Street Journal. ‘ 

This market is fairly active and opera- 
tions, ‘now that -tariff uncertainties are 
past, are on a more extended scale. The 
gradual return to confidence on the part 
of the important interior markets is evi- 
dent. The southern markets continue the 
principal buyers of low grade goods, put 
the west maintains values by its steady 
demand for the higher priced novelties.

He 
Claimei that ft was a gopher instead of

ENCOURAGING REPORTS ALL AROUND 


Acting Chief Observer Gorgas Deserves a 
Great Deal of Credit—Cotton Is 
in Good Shape. 


The weather crop bulletin issued yester- 
_. day by Acting Chief of the Weather Bureau 
Gorgas is one that ig full of interest and 
brings good news from the farmers of Geor- 
gia. 

Cotton throughout the state is in splendid 
condition save for the rust in very few sec- 
tions and in small quantities. Special refer- 
ence is made to the corn crop, and it is 
claimed that it is the best crop made in 
fourteen years. The report says that in the 
northwest section of the state there are 
now bushels of corn raised to where there 
was one last year. Fodder pulling js an- 
nounced as nearly completed, especially in 
south and middie Georgia. 3 

The report as arranged by Mr. Gorgas is

“neports received from northern Georgia 
show thai crops are doing exceediniy well, 
aug that the tarmers are very Weli pleased 
with the outlook. Sunshine, interiaingieu 
With rain, has characterized the weather 
of the past week. Cotton has a good look 
and is biooming out to the top of the 
Staik, and it is thought, with another rain 
or two, it will make a pretty fair crop. 
Caboage, turnips and sweet potatoes are 
blooming, and ail in good congition. Sugar 
cane is in excellent condition, and topacco 
also looks well. Watermelons are very 
plentiful. Some fodder pulling has been 
indulged in, but it is expected that this 
week it will become general. 

“The weather conditions during the past 
week have continued favorable for the crops 
of northeastern Georgia. With well scai- 
tered rains and plenty of hot weather, 
there has been a steady improvement in cot- 
ton and corn, although the former is re- 
ported as shedding some. Fodder pulling is 
now in progress and dry weather would fa- 
vor the farmer in the gathering of this 
important crop. Grass and weeds have made 
considerable headway in corn and catton 
fields, and requre much of the planter’s 
time and attention. Peas and potatoes are 
growing nicely and will be an excellent 


crop. 

“If a bird’s eye view of the present condi- 
tion of the farms of western Georgia 
could be had in hand it would reveal the 
most welcome sight regarding the prosper- 
ity of the farmers this season tha: has been 
seen. in many years. Corn, the best of all 
the crops, is far above the average, and is 
now safe. Fodder pulling is at hand. Cot 
ton is opening. It has a good weed, but 
there is a feeling of uncertainty among thx 
farmers as to the final results. It is pos- 
sible that a good crop may yet be made 
if there are good seasons and a late fall. 
In some places it is very weedy and with 
few bolis. It is shedding a little at a few 
points. Gardens generally are in fair con- 
dition. The pea crop is good. Sugar cane 
and potatoes have improved and are look- 
ing well. Some farmers are still sowing 
turnip seed. That portion of the crop whicn 
fs up is in good condition. 

“Fine crops are reported all through 
middle Georgia. Of course there are the 
‘usual few exceptions; in those spots where 
it has been too wet cotton has shed some 
of its fruit and has rusted. Cotton is open- 
ing rapidly, and already a few bales have 
been picked and marketed. The corn crop 
in most localities is larger than last year. 
With a good crep of corn and cotton at 
hand, farmers are happy. Fodder pulling 
has continued and a large amount of 
fodder has been saved. Only the late, corn 
remains to be stripped of its faddor. Sugar- 
cane, field peas and sweet potatoes are 
generally doing nicely. 

“In the eastern section of the state the 
past week has been rainy and warm. In 
some places there was too much rain for 
the cotton, which is shedding and taking 
rust; this is especially the case on thin 
land, where it is shedding off nearly every- 
thing but the bolls. In some localities it is 
opening rapidly and some farmers have 
commenced picking, It is thought the crop 
will be slightly short of an average. The 
corn crop shows up fine since the fodder 
has been pulled. The crop would have 
been much better had it received rain 
earlier in the season. Rice is heading out 
and is looking wel!. Peas, potatoes, chufas, 
' guerareane and fomage crops are doing 
well. Watermelons are about all gone. 
Scuppernong grapes are now ripening and 
there is a good crop. 

‘Fodder has about all been pulled or 
housed in the southwest section of the state. 
The yield of fodder has been good, both in 
quality and quantity. Now the farmers 
are beginning to pick their cotton. Hot 
weather has caused cotton to open rapidly, 
and afew baies have already been brought 
into market. Speculation is rife relative to 
the size and prospective yield of the pres- 
ent cotton crop. Many think, as the plant 
has got @ large weed, it is, therefore, lia- 
ble to give the impression that the cotton 
yield will be unusually large, while it may 
really be that the plunt has grown too 
much to weed at the sacrifice of its 
fruit. An ave e yield, however, in this 
section is conceded by all. Corn is going to 
be a fine, large crop. Sugarcane is growinz 
nicely, and the prospects are that syrup 
will be plentiful this fall. Peas, peanuts 
piel sweet potatoes are generally growing 

nely. 

“The cotton flelds of the southern counties 
are now white and picking will soon become 
general. A few have aready begun») to 
pick. Both the long and short staple is 
opening rapidly. Cotton is shedding and 
rusting badly at a few points. Some farm- 
ers report that ‘it has a fine weed, but there 
is little on it.’

Investigation in New York Shows That 


He Was Correct inthe Ststements = | 


Made in His Card. 


The story of the unfortunate separation : 
of Mr. Charles B. Byrd and his wife has 
peen revived by the recent visit of Mr. 
pyrd and Mrs, Mary E. Bryan to New 

“ork. : : 
ya Byrd and Mrs. Bryan, who is his. 
mother-in-law, ‘went to New York on the : 
special train editors. ‘They | 
carried with them Ridley, the interesting 
little nine-year-old son of Mfr, and the 
story that comes from New York indicates 
that the purpose of their visit was to bring 
about a reunion and remarriage between 
Mr. Byrd and his wife. 
Mr. Byrd has returned to the city, and 
is at his place of business, When seen 
yesterday he said that he had nothing fur- 
ther to say in regard to the case. 

In a manly letter published in The Consti- 
tution about five weeks ago, Mr. Byrd gave 
to the public his side of the affair, proving 
conclusively that the entire trouble was due 
to an unfortunate mental trouble of his 
wife. His story is amply borne out by the 
giatements Of his former neighbors, who 
knew Mrs. Byrd for years as a devoted 
mother and wife. 


Mr. Byrd has never doubted the absolute [ 


purity of his wife, and only consented to | 
secure the divorce to gratify a queer whim 
of hers. Thinking her recovered from her 
mental troubles, he went to NeW York with 
Mrs. Bryan to talk over matters with his 
wife. . 

The story of his visit has been told in the 
New York papers. 

Mrs. Byrd was a model wife and mother, 
and seemed perfectly happy unt] about 
two years ago, when a change came over 
her, due, the physicians said, to a trouble 
peculiar to her sex, She became nervous 
and moody, and developed the idea that 
it was her duty to leave her husband -and 
have him obtain a divorce, deciaring that 
she no lenger loved him, and that as she . 
did not love him she shquid not live with ‘ 
him. 

Mr. Byrd sent his wife to New York for 
treatment in January, 1893, and she was 
joined there by her mother. It was found 
that she could not take ether, and that a 
contemplated operation had to be abandon- 
ed. In February of the same year Mr. Byrd 
sent his partner, Rockwell, to New York 
on business, and intrusted him with a letter 
and parcel for Mrs. Byrd. Rockwell called 
three times at the Wiseiger house, where 
Mrs. Byrd was stopping. On the third visit 
he found the young wife starting for Brook- | 
lyn to vistt relatives and accompanied her. 
She had never ceased to urge the divorce, 
but on the confrary the mania had in- 
creased. 

She had been a reader of all noted nov- 
els and was romantic and imaginative. It 
is thought by her friends that the idea that 
she should leave her husband when her 
love had grown cold was obtained from 
Zola’s novel, “The Dream,” and her re- 
markable ruse to secure a divorce was got : 
from Hdith Dombey, who sought to escape 
a galling marriage by an appearance of 
guilt, though she remained innocent, 

As her husband refused to consent to a 
divorce, on the plea that there was no 
ground for one, she would make the ground. 

She and Rockwell; who understood her 
malady perféctly, went to the St. Géorge 
hoiel, where they registered as man‘ and 
wife ana engaged a suite of rooms. 

No sooner did” Mrs! Byrd reach her room 
than she burst into tears and Rockwell 
rushed off- for something with which to 
quiet her. He did not enter her room ex- 
cept for a moment, and in a little “while 
they returned to the Wiseiger, where Mrs. 
Byrd told her mother and everybody m the 
house of what she had done. She also wrote 
her husband an anonymous note relating the 
escapade, and later demanded the divorce. 
Mr. Byrd first satisfied himself that Rock- 
well had not offered his wife any insult, 
and instead of instituting proceedings placed 
her in a private asylum for the insane, the 
Long Isiand home in Amityville, where she 
remained three months. ; 

When Mrs. Byrd was released from the 
Long Island home she said she would re- 
turn to Atlanta, but got no further than 
New York. She refused to go back to her 
husband; her morbidness increased, ano 
twice she attempted suicide at the Bristol 
house, once almost succeeding. 

After repeated threats that she would 
Kill herself if not given the «livorce a fam- 
ily consultation was held, and unfler the 
idea that the proceedings could be man- 
aged without publicity the divorce was ap- 
plied for in June, and in July the decree 
Was granted. ; =: . 

So the unfortunate matter stood until Mr. 
Byrd went to New York. He left Mrs. Bryan
